Vienna, Serr. 23.—The last letters. received from 
Turkey give us the following details: —It was the object 
of the Turks to effect the passage of the Dauube at threc 
different points at once; in the cnvirons of Silistria, at 
‘Rudschuck, and at Widdin. The passage at Widdin suc- 
eceded beyond expectation. Ou the 9ih, at day-break, 
15,000 men attempted it, and-got footing in Wallachia. 
While entrenching themselves, and skicmishing with the 
Russians, a second corps of 15,000 Turks crossed over to 
support them; so that, by evening, there were 30,000 
Turks on the left bank of the Danube, It is proper to ob- 
serve, however, thatAhey were favoured by divers circum- 
stances, ‘The waters of the Danube are very low, so that 
the branch which they had to pass was almost dry. . The 
Russian General had sent a division of his forccs into. Lesset 
Wallachia; which also facilitated at Rudschuck the passage 
of the Turks. The GrandeVizier, without losing an instant, 
set to work.in forming considerable entreneghments; he has

Upon the receipt of this intelligence, tht Pacha 
immediately concluded a peace with the Mamatukes as his less 
dangerous enemies, and led his treops against the British; with 
what success is too well known, , In one of the articles of that 
treaty, it was stipulated that the whole corps should come aml: 
reside at Cairo; with this condition great part of them com- 
plied ; and, under.the command of Sciaim Bey, fixed their re- 
sidence at Gizeh, near the capital, but on the opposite bank of 
the Nile; the remainder, ander the command of [brahim Bey, 
continued in Upper Egypt. The Beys, convinced of the inu- 
tility of contending against a man who was their equal in frawd 
and their superior in force, relinquished, for the present, thei 
attempt te overthrow the Pacha’s authority , wailing until one 
of those sudden convulsions to which Oriental despotisia is sub- 
ject, should remove or enfeeble the object of their appretea- 
sions, and open a way to the recovery af their former iutluence. 

About this period, the Porte éntertained considerable alarm 
on account of the rapid progress of the Wechabi. Mecea aad 
Medina were in the pussession of these seceders from the ea- 
tholic faith of Islamisin; and the heads of the Law at Constan- 
tinople bad asserted, that misfortune must attend all their up- 
dertakings, sa long as the cradle of their faith remained in the 
hands of lieretics: Jussaf, Pacha of Damascus, had not been 
able ta resist the numbers and the enthusiaswn of this new sect; 
and Suliman, Pacha ef Acre, had in consequence been com- 
missioved to send the head of J ussuf to Constantinople, and os- 
sume the commeind of the Pachalik of Damasews. The unfor- 
tunate Jussuf fed to Cairo, where he was hospitably received 
by Mohammed Ali, and protected from the attempts of his rival; 
and the Porte finding Suliman no better able thao J ussuf to sup- 
port its authority against its infidel impugners, at last ordered 
the Pachaef Kgypt to undertake the recovery of the holy cities, 
and promised to invest him with the governments eof Damascu, 
and Acre, 

The Pacha of Acre was already highly exasperated against 
the Viceroy of Egypt.on aecount of the asylum granted to his 
unfortnoate predecessors and this erder and promise of the 
Porte «4 ance increased his desire fur revenge, and presenied 
aAmopportunity of gratifying tt. He listened with cngerncss to

quested to honour the ceremony with their presetice, and ne- 
cepted the invitation. The processiou was to pass throagh the 
private streets of Crire up to the Citadel, where the investiture 
was to take place. The Turkish infantry Jed the way, and 
were followed by the Mamalikes on horseback, under the com- 
mand of Sciaim Bev, who was supported by two sons of the 
Viceroy Tbrahim Bey and Tussin Pacha; the Dethati (or 
Turkish cavalty) followed, and closed the procession, The 
foot had already entered the inferior of the Citadel, and the. 
Mamalukes were passing between the inner and outer walls of 
the fortress, along a narrow way iuclesed on both sides by high 
walls and ruined buildings, when the gates at each extremity 
of the passage were closed. The Pacha had revegted his in- 
tention to no one until this moment, when he ordered his infan- 
try to line the walls which surrounded the Mamalukes, and to 
commence a heavy fire upon them; even his sons were stil! 
mixed withthem, and for a time exposed to the same fate.— 
The Mamalukes, cooped up in a narrew space, where their 
equestrian skill, and their dexterity in the use of the sabre, 
were unavailing, impeded by their own numbers, encumbered 
by their dresses of ceremony, and surrounded on all sides by an 
enemy superior in force and protected by his situation, made 
but a feeble resistance, and were soon” compelled to surrender. 
The wicket of the inner gate was then opened, and the Turkish 
soldiers dragged out their victins one by one into the court of 
the Citadel, where they were first stripped and then beheaded. 
They met their fate, it is said, with the most undaunted cou- 
yage; regretted only that the cowardice of their adversaries 
had deprived them of aa opportunity of displaying that bravery 
and skill which the Turks had- so often and so fatally expe- 
rienced, and menaced their executioners with the yengeance of 
their brethren in Upper Egypt.. Sciaim Bey was brovght 
alive into the presence of the Pacha, who reproached bim with 
his treachery to himself, and with the assassination ef his adopt- 
ed father Elf Bey; and then ordered him to beled away to 
execution. Some of the Mamalukes, whilst the attention of 
the Turks were engaged by the slaughter of their companions, 
succeeded in climbing over the walls which enclosed them; 
most of these, however, unable to escape out of the precincts of 
the Citadel, were taken and beheaded in-the course of that or 
the following day; three of them contrived to secrete them- 
selves. for nearly a week amongst the dilapidated baildings of 
the fortress, aud when almost expiring with hunger, were @is- 
covered, and shared the fate of their comrades.

Indeed, a report has lately reached 
England, that the Pacha’s troops had surprised the Mamalukes 
ef Upper Egypt, and succeeded in destroying the last remains 
of this singular people, which has subsisted wiih such varied 
fortune from the days of Saladin to the present period,
